New York, Oct. 7.- Secret service 
men and postoffice inspectors of two 
countries are investigating the myster­ 
ious disappearance of a registered mail 
package containing $200,000 consigned 
from Havana to the National Bark 
bank of this city. 
The loss was discovered last Wed­ 
nesday or Thursday when the regis­ 
tered mail pouch from Havana was 
opened in the New York postoffice. 
When and where the package disap­ 
peared. whether in Havana, aboard the 
ship or train which brought it or there­ 
after, no one has been able to discover. 
The postofflee authorities are work­ 
ing zealously on the case in the two 
republics as a matter of course, while 
private detectives have been set to 
work by the shipper, whose name is 
not revealed. The National Hark bank 
has no more than a moral interest in 
the case, as by no possibility can the 
loss fall upon it. 
“ The money was shipped and when 
the bag was ojxmed here it was gone; 
that is our story,” said Maurice H.

London, Oct. ..-—In the dispatches 
from the near east a slightly more op- 
tiraistic feeling is evidenced. Although 
preparations for war are continuing at 
a rapid rate and the mobilization of 
the Bulgarian array is said already to 
have been completed, no further *fn 
( ¡dents 
on the frontier are reported. 
In the view taken in »everal different 
capitals, if war is averted it will be by 
the immediate putting into effect of 
certain reforms in the Turkish empire 
These reforms, it is believed, can only 
be effected by the combined action of 
the powers, and the suggestion comes 
from Bucharest that a European con 
gress be convoked immediately to deni 
with the situation. 
A ustria’s appar­ 
ent reluctance to join the movement 
for peace as that movement, so far, 
has been set on foot by the powers, is 
explained as the result of a desire on 
the part of that nation to have the 
ideas of all the powers with regard to 
the integrity of Turkey, the sovereign­ 
ty of the sultan and the making of re­ 
form measures general throughout th« 
Ottoman empire more explicitly •*- 
plained. 
This desire on the part of 
Austria seems to tend 
toward th« 
same result as that of the suggestions 
coming from rhe Balkan states them­ 
selves— that only In a European con­ 
gress does there lie hope of a solution 
to the present problem. 
That Turkey Is willing to make con­ 
cessions in the way of reforms is in­ 
dicated by a dispatch received from
